RAILROAD MEN QUIT WORK. 


Communic«tion Cut Off and FactoHea 


Close Down— A General Strike 


le Being Advocated. 


St. Petersburg, October 26.—Over 
\ ^^\ f 
of European Russia is in the grip 
of the striking railroad men, and the 
strike continues to spread rapidly in 
all directions. 
Before tomorrow the capital is ex­ 
pected to be cut off from the outside 
world by way of the continent. This 
will also involve the suspension of 
postal communication. 
The league of leagues has seized 
the opportunity to come to the sup­ 
port of the railroad men and has adopt­ 
ed resolutions in favor of a general 
strike of all professions. 
Telegraph 
operators are joining in the movement 
and it is feared the complete oblitera­ 
tion of communication between inte­ 
rior points may follow. 
The situation is critical and preg­ 
nant of all sorts of dire possibilities. 
Factories in the 
affected 
districts 
have been forced to shut down for 
lack of fuel, and Moscow, especially, 
faces not only a food 
but a water 
famine. 
Fortunately, 
St. 
Petersburg 
will 
have communication

through 
Finland. 
Tiie workmen of Putiloff, Koljoino,

Social demo­ 
crats believe they have the govern­ 
ment at their mercy since, with the 
railroads stopped, the authorities are 
nowerless to transport troops. 
The 
strength displayed by the social dem­ 
ocrats has amazed the authorities. 
A deputation called on Count Witte, 
who told them plainly that some of 
their demands would be granted while 
the granting of others was impossible, 
Witte warned the deputation that the 
continuation of the strike could only 
result in bloodshed, either by compell­ 
ing interference of the military or by 
a famine stricken populace of cities 
turning up the strikers. 
"Remember,” he said, “the govern­ 
ment may fall, but with it you will 
perish also by playing into the hands 
of the bourgeoisie you are lighting.** 
His advice to the men to return to 
work was howled down.

“Corkage.”

common, it was the custom of hotel 
patrons to bring their own wines. 
As every hotel keeper had, or was 
j supposed to have, wine for sale at a 
! profit, it was to the hotel keeper’s in­ 
terest to discourage the bringing of 
wine to table by guests, and therefore 
! the practice originated of a charge 
I for corkage, usually one dollar, which 
i was in excess of the wine at the 
hotel.

drinkers to buy from the hotel.

hotel patrons should “bring their own 
wines,” and the fact is that few do 
so.
